On April 10 , 1962 the Joint Committee on Printing initiated 
a program which led to the establishment of a working committee 
new known as the Federal Electronic Printing Committee, This 
committee has embarked on a program to reduce the costs of printing 
and increase the readability of printed materials emanating from 
the automatic data processing systems of Federal agencies. The 
initial phase of this program has resulted in the sward of a contract 
for the construction and installation of a high-speed, high-quality 
electronic composition system in the Government Printing Office. 


The system to be installed will require coordination among 
affected Federal agencies, and coordination within each of those 
agencies, to a degree thus far unprecedented in the history of the 
Federal printing program. Problems common to all agencies must be 
resolved on a common basis to achieve the significant benefits new 
known to be achieveable. 

In order to obtain optimum benefit from this program it is 
particularly important for each agency to develop a knowledge of 
the system and its ramifications at all affected organizational 
levels. It is suggested that you may wish to assign the responsi- 
bility for coordinationg elements of this program within your agency 
to a high level official. In addition to printing and publications, 
the functional areas involved will include systems analysts, com- 
puter programmers, and representatives of substantive activities for 
which the data is published. 


I will appreciate being advised as to the name of the official 
in your agency who may be assigned this responsibility in order that 
related questions of policy may be discussed with him when considered 
necessary by the Joint Committee on Printing. 


It is emphasized that the personnel who work on agency imple- 
mentation of the internal phases of this program must be technically 
competent and receive full agency coopera tion. The Joint Com mittee on 
Printing appreciates the participation of | |of your
